Friends of Captain Bartlett, who is a veteran of the frozen n o rth 
rem inded him th a t he would be would be away at least five years and 
likely a g re at deal longer, but he said th a t he beard the call of the 
ice again and would risk it. 
Stefansson and his party plan to leave New York tom orrow for 
British Columbia, wnere they will take ship and sail n o rth w a rd u n ­ 
til the season of open w ater ends. 
They then will allow their boat 
to be frozen fast in the Arctic ice. According to Stefansson's theory, 
the polar ice field drifts slowly tow ard the pole and he calculates 
t h a t in five years the n atu ra l m ovem ent of the ice will carry the ves­ 
sel to th e pole and o u t to the open sea. 
Vilhjalmar Stefansson is the Artic explorer whose re tu rn last 
year from the north occasioned great excitement am ong scientific 
men the world over, from the fact that he reported

of a race of white eskimos.

white eskimos are descendants of Norse Vikings 
who 
were ship­

May 20.— Wheth- 
er states have the right under the 
federal constitution to enact a law
